Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains a feature originally examined as a 35mm film by the Office of Film and 
Literature Classification (OFLC No. 9700474, registered 21 May 1997). It was classified 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 16 years" with the descriptive note "Contains violence and offensive 
language". The Blu-ray version of the feature is approximately twenty minutes longer than the 
original 35mm film, although it is not easy to identify the extra content. The Blu-ray disc has 
extensive additional material related to the feature, such as behind the scenes interviews with cast 
and crew, a photographic montage, and the original featurette for "Donnie Brasco". These 
additional components do not require the Blu-ray disc to be given a different classification to that 
of the film originally examined.
